EGYPTIAN COTTON IN 
CENTRAL AFRICA.

Cotton-Growing Associativa. Sir Alfred Sbarpe 
atates - 

It cannot be aaid that this Protec'orate bas 
made anything lika a decided success of sotton 
planting—as yet, whethar it will do 80 even- 
taal y is still a dsubtfal question. The posi 
tion summarized ia as follows: 

The export of cotton in the year 1904 5 (the 
fiaancial year) was 1%7 tone. In the following 
(financial) year 19056 it rose to 346 tons, 
namely, more than donb!ed itself. The pros 
pests for the current (financial) year are not so 
good, the export for tha firat six months being 
only a>oat two-thirle of what it waa during 
the corresponding period of the previous year. 
Thia fall: goff is due to a bad season, the 
rains having stopped earlier ‘ban osual, 

Up to the present planters have not found 
a really suitable otten for the olimate, 
Ezyptian varieties do wall on the lower levels 
(the Shire River} and American Upland does 
‘oat the highlands (ap to 3,000ft. above gea- 
evel). 

Tha shortage ir, rainfall this year is ax- 
ceptional and unfortunate, coming as it has 
done at auch a oritical period. One good 
resalt of it, however, has been that pler ters 
te tarning their attention to irrigation— 
which, for Egyptian cotton, on the rich, low- 
lying alluvial fia'e of tha Shire Rivor is 
practically eseential. Wo know here now that 
cotton Caunot be planted without capital, of 
wh ch there is far too little in the country.
